ess each. The prohibition against the 
sale of. hens was put in force in an 
effort to increase the potential egg 
production of the country. 
It re- 


mains effective until April 30. This 
action was taken in order to prevent 
rapid disintegration of the poultry 
ndustry~by the selling of laying hens. 
In some parti of the country a large 
>roportion of them have already been 
sold because .of the high price of live 
poultry. These hens should be kept 
on the farms. They should lay about 
30 eggs eacM before May 1. These 
eggs may be sold or set for hatching. 
On and after May 1 the hens may be 
sold as usual.'
